Then the 
engineers are to refuse to work with non- 
union men and a general shut down will 
result. The statement is made in, this 
city that Mr. Webb will turn the matter 
over to Mr. Toucey and that on account 
fof the letter's popularity with the men an 
amicable settlement will be made. A 
freight went out of here Thursday morn- 
ing in charge of Yardmaster Mitchell, of 
New York, acting conductor, and Gray 
Higgins, engineer.

LONDOS, Aug. 12.—Cardinal Newman 
lied of pneumonia Monday at Birming- 
ham. He was taken ill on Saturday, the 
attack beginning with a severe chill. He 
tossed into a comatose condition on Sun- 
lay and remained unconscious until he 
led. 
The last rites of the church were 


administered to him Monday morning,and 
during his Illness prayers have been offer- 
ed for him at all the churches. He will 
be burled in the Oratorians' private eeme- 
«ry at Rednall, but ;he date has not yet 
>een fixed. 


Sketch of Hi* Lile. 


John Henry Newman was born In Lon- 


don in 1801. He entered Trinity college, 
Oxford, in 1816, and was. elected a fellow 
if Oriel college in 182H. At Oriel college he 
formed a friendship with John Keble, the 
poet, and with Dr. Tohately. He wan or- 
lained a priest in 1S24, and became a prin- 
cipal of Albau Hall in 18a5 and a tutor of 
Oriel college in 1826. In 1819 he was ap- 
pointed vicar of St. Mary's, Oxford, und 
of Littlemorc. In 1833, Newman, Keble, 
and Puaey initiated the "Oxford move- 
ment" in favor of lilgh church doctrines, 
which they advocated in a series of "Tracts 
for the Times." He manifested a growing 
tendency to Roman Catholicism in his 
'Aryans of the B'ourth Century: Their 
ioctrines, Temper, and. Conduct" (1833), 
his "Tract No. 90' (1811), and his "Essay on 
;he Development of Christian Doctrine." 


Joined tlie Roman Catholic Cliurob. 
He became a member of the Koman 


Catholic church in 1815, and was 
the 


n-inciual of the Oratory of Saint Philip 
STen, at Birmingham, from 184<i to IST& 
He defended or explained his religious 
course in a work entitled "Apologia pro 
Vita Sua" (1884) 
He published a collec- 


tion of poems (1868), "The Grammar of 
Assent" (I87t>), and "A Letter Addressed 
iO His Grace the Duke of Norfolk on the 
Occasion of Mr. Gladstone's Recent Kx- 
sostulation1' (1875). lie was nmde a car- 
dinal deacon in Ib7i>.

THIRD STATE IN THE UNION. 


The Population of Illinois Fixed at 8,- 


8O1.285—Where Ohio Stands. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Aug. 13 —Illinois is 


to the fore. The struggle of a generation 
is ended, and it is now the third state in 
the Union in population. For thirty years 
Ohio kept ahead of it and Illinois was the 
fourth 
in population. 
Henceforth the 


Prairie state will lead the Buckeye. Its 
population as fixed by the rough count 
made in the census office is 3,801,385. 
Ohio at the very best figuring won't be 
able to go much beyond 3,500,000, so Illi 
nois is fully t'OO.OOO ahead. 


The Increase in 1'en Years.

been eustomery, for political reasons, to re- 
move skillful mechanics and put in unskill- 
ful ones. Young was asked why he 
did not protest to the authorities at Wash- 
ington that such a practice was detrimental 
to the public service. His answer wag, 
"An officer would incur the risk of getting 
into bad odor if he did, and might be de- 
tached from the yard." 


The situation which these officers related 


prevailed in spite of the existence of a law 
which said that no workman should be re- 
moved or discharged on account of hia po- 
litical opinions. The law further provided 
that laborers should be employed in the 
Navy yards by the proper officers hi charge 
with reference to skill and efficiency and 
without regard to other considerations. But 
what did Seeretraiy Robeson ever care for 
law? 


The above investigation resulted hi a law 


against employing an increased force in any 
yard within 60 days next before an election, 
except upon a certificate of the Secretary of 
the Navy that the needs of the public ser- 
vice made such increase necessary. This 
certifice had to be published. On the 23d 
of last July Secretary Tracy published a no- 
tice in a Portsmouth paper stating that it 
was necessary to increase the force at the 
Kittery yard to make repaiis on the ships 
Lancaster and Monongahela. In this notice 
some repairs to the yard were also men- 
tioned. 


When the question was up some time 


ago to appropriate money for this work, 
Senator Hiscock had something to say. 
He remembered the scandals connected 
with the past management of the Kittery 
yards, and be also remembered that the re- 
publican party was brought to a severe ac 
count for them. Senator Hiscock said dur- 
ing the discussion of the bill on the 23d of 
last May: 


I desire to enter my protest against it, 


and I desire to say, and emphasize it, that 
in my judgment the republican party, now 
in power in both branches of Congress, and 
in the executive department, cannot afford 
te enter upon this policy. It is not in the 
interest of good government; it is not in 
the interest o£ economy; and it is not in 
the interests of the navy. 


The people of this country are In favor 


of a navy yard, but when by the mainten- 
ance of these yards, aa would be the ease, 
judging by the past, it is exhibited that it is 
not being builded economically, that the 
yards are maintained for political purposes 
as a source of patronage to a party for its 
effect upon local elections, when that scan- 
dal is brought to view the people of this 
country will look with disgust upon every 
effort and every attempt made for the build- 
ing of a navy. 


The eongressi»nal committee that in- 


KITTERY YARDS. 


Some days ago The Rep had an article 


which went on to say that there was no 
political scheme, no practical politics, in the 
determination 
of the present 
federal 


authorities to immediately spend 850,000 
8100,000 In putting more men at work in 
the navy yards at Kittery, Maine. 
These 


are the yards that are in Reed's Congres- 
sional district, and it is proposed to put 
2,000 extra men at work in them. 
These 


men will be retained until after the election 
that occurs next month in Maine. The per- 
formance looked queer on its face, and 
democrats charged that it was done in the 
interest of Reed, 


Now The Rep comes forward and thinks 


it has answered this charge by pointing out 
that it is now too late to Import votes from 
other states into the Kittery j ards. Unde: 
the election laws of Maine there is not left 
time for the imported men to secure a vote. 
Somebody had better inform The Rep that 
colonization is not the only trick known in 
practical polities. There is another card 
that can be turned, and it is called cor- 
ruption. This is what Mr. Reed is at; and 
this is the principal business for which the 
Kittery yards have been used for more than 
a score of years. 
Here Is a short record of 


the number of men who have been em- 
ployed there at different times just before 
and after some past elections: 


In 1872 Horace Greely and Ulysses S, 


Grant were candidates for president The 
Maine State and Congress elections were 
held hi September. In that month there 
were 1,318 employees in the Kittery yard. 
The presidential election followed in No- 
vember. In October there were 1,425 em- 
ployees. In December, less than a month 
after the election, there were oaly 619 em- 
ployees. In the following year, 1873, when 
an Impojzant state election was held in 
Maine, in September there were 1,213 em- 
ployees In the Kittery yard. In November, 
after the election, there were only 823. In 
September, 1874, pending a Congressional 
election, there were 914 employes at the 
Kittery yard. In December following there 
were only 260. 


These figures told a pretty plain story, 


and they brought on an investigation in 
CSnireas. Among others, a man named 
Webb, an officer at the yards, was exam- 
ined. He told of a meeting at the yard of 
republican politicians from Maine and New 
Hampshire. There was money to be spent 


of their meeting furnished Webb a list of 
names of men who were to be given em- 
ployment Webb sent the list back, telling 
the politicians that it should be sent to the 
commanding 
officer of the yards. In a 


short time after the list was returned to 
Webb with the indorsement of the com- 
mandant. Webb further related in his tes- 
tUMoy that he did not consider he was al- 
lowed any discretion in the matter, so he 
employed the men on the list Webb fur- 
ther Mid that pending an election in Maine, 
lahoreri were employed at the yards to the 
oxelttion of those from New Hampshire. 
When there was an election in the latter 
•tato the laborers came fromJt It will be 
remembered the yards are just across the 
river from Portsmouth. 


Commodore Howell was also examined 


at the same time. He told of an instance 
when 100 men were put at work In the 
yards three or four days before the election. 
They were kept for about as loos a time 
thereafter. 
This was done in obe- 


dtaaee to orders that came from Washing 
too. 


Commander Bryson was examined and 


told that he bad received written orders 
from the Secretary or the Navy at Wash- 
mfton to employ certain men whose names 
wmctran. The Commodore said: "Cer- 
tain men are naned, and we take them on. 


vestigated the workings of the navy yards 
in the 44th Congress had the following to 
say in its report: "An examination of the 
evidence taken shows that old vessels are 
apparently kept on hand at the different 
yards to be worked up at such times and to 
be used as good enough Morgans until after 
the elections." 
Now let us see what kind 


of vessels Secretary Tracy has kept on hand 
for the employment of his 2,000 men who 
know how to vote and hold their jobs. 


The Secretary of the Navy made a re- 


port in 1875. In that report this is what 
he had to say of tbe Lancaster (One of the 
ships now to be repaired) "Rotten at Ports- 
mouth. Probable cost of repairs 8750,000. 
Not worth it." 


Fifteen years ago the same secretary said 


of the Monongahela: "In service. 
Toler- 


able condition. Speed, 10% knots. 


Now gentlemen, you can take these 


facts and coolly determine whether or not 
this is an honest business. Both vessels 
that are hauled up for repairs are wooden 
sailing ships built 32 and 28 years ago. 
They are worthless, and what is the urg- 
ency for their repair? Some weeks ago we 
had talk of trouble with England on the 
seas over the matter of seal fishiries. 
Should we ever get into trouble with Eng- 
land, we will have sense enough not to 
send old wooden tubs out to meet her iron 
men oil-war. A man of sense wouldn't 
send the Lancaster out to chase boys away 
from a fishing pond on Sundays. It is not 
equal to the work. The only public ne- 
cessity for its repair Is the notion in Secre- 
tary Tracy's mind that the defeat of Reed 
would be a calamity. They will make up 
a splendid campaign fund for the man who 
looks like Shakespeare and dresses like a 
Jap, and they will charge the bill to the 
country. 


One would think that the republican 


party has had enough of navy yard scan- 
dals, but the g. o. p. is desperate now. 
This Is not the case with the people. Tbey 
have had enough of running our navy yards 
as election machines. They have a navy 
that cost hundreds of millions, and yet if it 
should sink in sight of land the longshore- 
men would not go out to pick its bones.
